Ton. W. R. Day, Assistant Secretary of 
State, Washington. Dear Sir—In the morn- 
ing Reeccrder, of this city, appears the text 
of a letter to Lord Salisbury dated Muy 
19, 187, and signed by Hon. John Sherman, 
secretary of state, on the fur seal question. 
This letter is prefaced by an acceunt of 
¢he great embarrassment which its publica- 
tion has caused the president and that it 
has been held up for several days at the 
request of John W. Foster, who new fears 
the effect of his own work a few weeks 
earlier. 

“Inasmuch as I have # closer personal 
knowledge of this present question than 
any other man living; and vastly more ex- 
tended, and {inasmuch as I am the author 
of the modus vivendi of 1893, which is the 
only credible step taken by our government 
toward settling this seal dispute since it 
began in 1890 up to date, I desire to say 
that after a careful perusal of the letter 
@ May th, above cited, the president has

“Here is a matter that I, by virtue of 
my position, am expected to approve: The 
bills rendered by police spies include 
charges for wine, rooms ard inducing dis- 
orderly women to perform disoréerly acts. 
I am expected to sign my name—Frederick 
D. Grant—to these biils. 

“I wes brought up as a geni|Jeman, have 
always tricd to act like a gentieman, and } 
ean’t ami won't sign my name to these 
bills any longer. If the mayor con find a 
man to do this work, let him do so.

A QUINTET OF CANDIDATES | 


The Pentagonal Oratorlcal Arrangement 
Was at Greenillle Yesterday, 


ALL WERE CHEERFUL WITH ABUSE 


Conservative Listeners Make No At- 
tempt To Interfere with tio 
Speeches, but Partisans Fre- 
quently Go to Verge of 
a Gun Play. 


Greenville, 8S C., July 3.—(Special Staf 
Correspondence.)—The five more or less 
distinguished South Carolina gentlemen 
who want to be elected to the United 
States senate to suececced the late lamented 
Earle met here today and fought tiie 
twentieth round of their remarkable con- 
test. 

There are just twenty more rounds to be 
fought and with the battie half over no 
one is in a better position to predict tho 
finish than he was when it’ begun. In 
fact it looks as though the state had at 
first accepted Senator McLaurin as cer- 
tain of election, and was only learning at 
this late date that !f he wins at all he will 
have to make the fight of his life. Taere 
ere some people in South Carolina even 
yet who do not appreciate thé marvelous 
political possibilities of this great common- 
wealth under its present marvelous politi- 
cal conditions. 

The five candidates turned up here this 
morning slightly the worse for wear. Their 
clothes were dusty, their voices hearse, 
their lungs weary and their bodies sere. 
But in their determination to keep up the 
fight and in their perfect confidence of the 
result, there has been no change—not a 
fiicker of faltering that the Keenest eye 
could detect. 

The meeting here was successfu!, whether 
considered as to numbers, rhetoric or ex- 
citement. The crowd was very large, the 
speeches very long and the opportunities 
for trouble very frequent and inviting. At 
one time there was good prospect for a 
physical encounter not of the usual sort. 
When former Governor Evans said ttat 
his previous defeat for the senate nad been 
accomplished by lying .and fraud a foed- 
looking young man stepped up on the plat- 
form and confronted him with lewering 
brows. 

No Reflection on Earle. 

“You say that in the last campaign peo- 
ple lied about you?” demanded the young 
man. 

“IT said just that,” replied Evans cheer- 
fully. 

“Do you refer in any way to my father?” 

“Who's your father?” 

“General Earle." 

“No, sir: I had my differences with 
General Earle and seitled them. I don't 
attack dead men.”’

His return to the candidate's 
bench was greeted with applause which 
grew as young Mayfield arose and stepped 
to the front. Mayfield has spent most of 
his time since he was a schoo)loy in Green- 
ville, and is popular personéily rather than 
politically with all the people there. Ile 
ig a tall and slender men with a rather 
ministerial air about him, and at first 
sigdt he seams out of place in such com- 
pany, but when he warms to his subject 
he handies the English language about as 
freely as the rest of them and isn't a bit 
lonesome on the trip. 

He attacked McLaurin on exactly the 
same lines as Evans had done, but devoted 
the greater part of his speech to a discus- 
sion of the dispensary question.

JAPAN AND HAWAII 
WILL ARBITRATE 


Tax on Sake Caused a Decided Diplo- 
matic Disagreement. 


DOLE VETOED THE TARIFF 


Lut He Had a McKinley Legislature 
and Was Not Upheid. 


HE HELD THAT IT WAS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Jcpanese Government Objected to the 
tax, Claiming a Special Right 
Under the Favored Clause.

Washington, July 30.—The Japanese g°ov- 
ernment has accepted the offer made by 
Hawalil to arbitrate the dispute between 
the two countries. The state department 
has been informed-ef the offer and the 
acceptance. 

The subjects for tration will include 
not only the difficulty over the fanding 
of the Japanese Immigrants hut also will 
include other disagreements Between the 
two countries, the -nost important of which 
is the sake tax imposed upon the Jepanese 
liquor, jtargely imported and consumed by 
the Japanese in Hawail. 

The arceptance of the offer of nrbitra- 
tion. a brief synopsis of which has heen 
cebled to the Japanese mini!ster hero and 
riven the state department, states that the 
Japanese government accents arbitration jin 
Principle and {ts prepared to enter woon the 
terms for a settiement of pending disnutes. 

The formal letter of acceptance has been 
rent to Hawali and the condittens of ar- 
hbitration will be contained therein. Those 
conditions are not known here. Pending 
the arrangement of details, a’l other nro- 
ceedings lcoking to.a settlement will be 
discontinued. 

The sake tax, of which the Jananese com- 
plain, is an incre:se of the duty on this 
Iiquor from 15 cents to $1 ner gallon. This 
tax Ws passed by the Hawaiian lectsla- 
ture and vetoed by President Dole on the 
sround that it was wrconstitutional, ane in 
Violation of the treaty with Japan, who 
had rights under the most favor-d cause. 
The tax was passed over his veto almost 
unanimcusly, onty one vote being cast to 
sustain the rresident. 

The pressure for taxing sake was from 
the saloonkeepers and the manrfacturers 
of liquors, as the Japanese uve this liquor 
almost wholly}to the exclusion of other 
beverages. |

Pittsburg, Pa., July 30.—After a long and 
weary night of waiting to learn the results 
of the meetings of the miners of the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal Company, 
the camping strikers were a disappointed 
lot of men this morning, for the expected 
excdus of miners from the Plum Creek, 
Sandy Creek and Oak Hill mines did not 
occur. 

The miners did not quit work, as they 
promised to do last might, and all the 
mines were im operation today.’ Until day- 
light the indications were that the strik- 
ers had won and that no more coal would 
be mined until the strike was over, but the 
dawn brought disappointment. 

In the vicinity ,of the Sandy ‘Creek and 
Oak Hill mimes anxious inquiry was made 
about Plum Creek. At the two meetings 
last night the leaders announced that the 
Plum Creek miners would come out and 
that no more coal would be dug until the 
strike was won. What reports these state- 
ments were based on could not be learned, 
but they must have been unfounded, for at 
3:3) o'clock this mornomg 200 strikers, after 
making a demonstration at the Plum Creek 
mines, went into camp at Negley postof- 
fice, one-half mile from the tipple, where 
they remained until o @clock, and left 
only when they learned that all the miners 
had gone in and that yesterday's work had 
beem fruitless. 

Wetch Miners Go Back To Work. 

At Sandy Creek a small body of strikers 
watched a majority of the miners who at- 
tended the meeting last night go back to 
work. The main interest in the strike, so 
far as DeArmitt’s men are concerned, is at 
the Oak Hill mine, about two m:les from 
Turtie creek. The strikers tuought that 
mine would close, but this morning 
Oak Hill miners boarded the company’s 
train at Turtle creek as usual amd started 
to work.

Legal proceedings ere to be taken against 
the marcning coai miners, uniess they dis- 
band and go to tneir homes. THis wus de- 
cided on this afternoon and Sherift Har- 
vey A. Lowrey will be expected to ree 
to it that the assemblages are disbanded. 
While the marches on the mines of the 
Nev York and Cleveranad Gas Coal Com- 
pany have not been as efiective as tne 
Miners officials could wish, it is evident 
that the marches are making an iMpression 
On the employees of the company. 

Today there was posted in the vicinity 
of the furtie Creek, Sandy Creek and Plum 
Creek mines, a proclamation, issued by the 
Sheriff, commanding that ali persons shall 
fefrain from assembling or congregating 
on the public hignways or thorougnfares of 
Allegheny county or interfering with the 
peace. All are commanded to retire to 
their respective homes or places of resi- 
dence, or be dealt with according to law. 

President Patrick Dolan was asked what 
*@ thought of the proclamation. He said 
ae did not care how many proclamations 
Were issued, so long as the peace was kept, 
Which, he said, it was intended to do. 

He expressed himself as having no fear. 
A meeting was heli this morning, which 
Was addressed by District President Dolan. 
He went over about the same ground as 
Was covered in his speech last night and 
added that all labor organizations in the 
country, with the exception of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive icngineers, were with 
the miners in their strike. He made an 
attack on this order, saying’ that owing 
to the inroads of electric railways and 
vther means of rapid transit, the wages of 
the engineers would drop sooner or later 
and then they would be asking assistance 
from other organizations.

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DESERTING STRIKERS’ RANKS. 


Men Are Returning To Work in: the 
Wheeling District. 

Wheeling, W. Va., July 30.—The striking 
miners’ organizers in the Wheeling district 
are making a desperate effort to counter- 
act the refusal of the men in two mines 
of the Boggs Run Coal Company to come 
out, but it is likely that the Boggs Run 
break will precipitate others.

MINFRS HAVE ARMED DEPUTIES 
Three Hundred Strikers Camped Near 
Washington, Pa. 
Washington, Pa., July 30.—More than 300 
more miners marched to Cook & Sons’ mine 
at MeGovern today and are now established 

in Camp Victory. 

They are from the Millers Run region 
ana the mines at Finleyville and Venetia, 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. Camp 
Victory now contains i060 determined men. 

The regular processional demonstrations 
Were held today and it is reported thut 
armed deputies accompanied a body of 
d‘ggers on their way to the mine through 
the rank of the marchers.

Western Roads Affected by the Strixe, 
Buy in the South. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 30.—(Special)—The 
coal mines of the Birmingham district are 
pushed to the utmost to meet the demand 
for their output. This is particularly the 
case .in Walker county, where the mines 
on the Southern railway are filling large 
crders for the Illinois Central and Mobile 

and Ohio railroads. 

These roads have been hampered by the 
strike in states where they get their supply 
of coal, and have been compelled to call on 
Alabama. 

The Walker county mines are delivering 
large orders at Winona to the Illinois Cen- 
tral and at West Point to the Mobile and 
Ohio. The cheap summer freight rates have 
also caused mills and factories to commence 
laying in stocks of coal before the regular 
rates go into effect again causing a 
phenomenal activity with the mines the 
past two weeks. 


MANY MINERS ARE DESTITUTE. 


Four Hundred Families Are Without 
Any Means Whatever. 

Danville, IIL, July 30.—Minets in the Dan- 
ville district are in destitute circum- 
stances. Over 400 families are reported 
without means. Citizens and many of 
the operators are contributing Lberally 
with provisions and money. There is no 
evidence that the strikers contemplate giv- 
ing up.

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DAYS LOOK DARK 
FOR FRANK MORRIS 


His Trial for the Murder of Joe Sprinz 
Began Yesterday. 


LIGHT COMES AT _ LAST 


Evidence Seems Strong Against the 
Erstwhile Officer. 


THE WITNESSES TELL THE FULL TALE 


They Hide Nothing and All the Facts 
Concerning the Assassination 
Are Coming Out. 


é 

The links of the law are binding them- 
selves about ex-Marshal Morris, of Mid- 
ville, who is charged with the murder of 
Joe Sprinz. 

The trial was begun yesterday morning 
and startling evidence was brought out 
to show that there was ill feeling between 
the two men and that the marshal had 
been heard on several occasions to threat- 
en the life of Sprinz. 

It was also shown that Morris knew that 
Sprinz had money and that this might 
have been a feature of the killing. Many 
other details of a criminating character 
were brought out, and altogether the day 
looked dark for the marshal. It is thought 
that the case will be concluded today. The 
following from Midville gives the details 
of the day: 

“Midville, Ga., July 30.—(Specia!.)—The 
trial of ~ex-Marshal Morris began this 
morning at 8 o’clock. About half the wit- 
nesses were absent, which delayed the court 
half an hour. The first witness for the 
State was D. S$. Coleman, who testified 
that he Knew Joe. Sprinz and saw him 
last on night of May 6th about 8 o'clock 
p. m. at the corner of his yard. He next 
saw him In his house dead itn a rocking 
chair on the morning of May 7th, when he 
Went to get the store keys. The witness 
mwated that he found the front door lock- 
ed, and going to the back of the house, 
he found the back door pulled to, but not 
locked. Entering he saw’ blood on the floor 
by the side of Sprinz’s chair and then he 
went back and called Mr. Davis, who ex- 
amined Sprinz and found wounds on his 
head. Albert Wallis was first and J. J. 
Murphree second on the scene. 

“Tiere the counsel for the defense ob- 
jected to Coleman’s testifying that the 
wounds were supposed to have produced 
death on account of the witness not being 
an expert. 

“Coleman said the keys were found in 
the door, which door had lock and 
night lock keys fitting both the locks 
Witness was under the impreasion that 
the wounds were inflicted by some heavy 
round instrument. 

“Colonel Johnson, attorney for the pros- 
ecution, here examined elub carried by 
Morris. It is a leather club with iron rod 
running through it. The blood tlooked as if 
it had been on the floor for several hours, 
but the body was cold but not stiff. The 
bed in opposite room was found turned 
back, ae if some .,one had been looking 
for something. Could not tell whether or 
not the bed had been occupied. Sprinz was 
with the exception of his coat. 
Coleman did not know that Sprinz kept any 
money at his house. The ring, watch and 
pin worn by Sprinz were very handsome 
ind none of the jewelry could be found on 
his except a small piece of watch 
chain hanging In a vest. 

“Six dollars, he says, 
book lying upon the floor with bills pro- 
truding enough to tell it Was money. Mor- 
tis had said there had been a row be- 
tween him and Sprinz previous to the 
killing. Threats were mada by Morris, but 
he went to Sprinz afterwards and said 
they had better make friends, as they had 
a good many business relations. They 
made friends and had no difficulty after- 
ward.

ed, but their testimony was immaterial. 
Ben Stevens testified that he heard Mor- 
ris say that he and Sprinz had a difficulty 
and if Sprinz ever crossed him again he 
would take club and beat his damn 
brains out. 

“The conversation took place a month 
or six Weeks before the murder. 

“Dan Coleman was called back and crosé- 
examined. 

“Andrew _Payton, colored, gave strong 
evidence for the prosecution. He said he 
was passing on his way to church on the 
night of the murder and saw Morris in his 
piazza, heard him whistle three times and 
eall once.to his wife, who was at a neigh- 
bor’s house. He heard Morris on the day 
of the murder say that three store doors 
would be in mourning by the next night, 
but the witness contradicted himself about 
the number of people he told of Morris's 
remark. 

“M. Sapp next testified that on the night 
of the murder he saw Morvis go in Sprinz’s 
back gate; that he would know Morris by 
moonlight. Tom Thigpen swore that he 
saw Morris in Sprinz’s house as he passed 
about 9 o’clock, and that he passed later 
and saw a man at the side door and recog- 
nized him as Morris, and when told of 
the murder by his brother the next morn- 
ing he said he believed that when Morris 
was arrested they would have the right 
man. Kilpatrick next testified that he had 
no engagement with Sprinz on the night 
of the murder and that he had no showing 
for his money in Sprinz’s ‘possession. 

“That when Morris’s salary was cut he 

came to him, and referring to a bill he 
owed Kilpatrick, said his salary had been 
cut to $25. 
“Kilpatrick told him he was not pushed, 
as he had some money Sprinz was keep- 
ing for him. Morris refused to assist with 
Sprinz’s body. Telegrams were sent by 
him to Mes. Sprinz at the request of Mr. 
Davis. He said he got blood on his cuffs 
when he placed Sprinz on the lounge the 
next morning. He said he shed tears and 
mav have cursed. It is a matter of doubt 
in many minds whether or not ‘Morris will 
hea committed. e seems in good spirits. 
Hin had some negroes playing for him to- 
night and seemed to enjoy it. The case 
will probably be finished tomorrow after- 
noon,”’

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THE TWENTY-EIGHTH GEORGIA. 


Historian Rodgers Writes of the Fa- 
mous Old Regiment. 

Fditor Constitution—I have noticed in 
your paper recently several inquiries about 
the Twenty-eighth Georgia regiment. In a 
pamphlet entitled ‘‘Heroes and Martyrs of 
Georgia,” by Colonel James M. Folsom, 
collated aduring the war (in 1864), there is a 
sketch of that régiment. The whole of it is 
perhaps too lengthy for your space, but 
some very interesting items are in it. I 
quete from it as follows: 

“The Twenty-eighth regiment of Georgia 
volunteers, then known as the Twentieth 
regiment, was organized at Camp Stephens, 
near Griffin, Ga., on the 4th day of Sep- 
tember. 1861. by the election of T. J. War- 
then, from Washington county, as colonel; 
G. A. Hall, from Meriwether, as lieutenant 
colonel, and James G. Cain. from Jefferson 
county, as major. On the 19th of Septem- 
ber the regiment was mustered into the 
confederate service by Major Calhoun and 
was then composed of the following eight 
companies, two having been previously or- 
dered by Governor Brown to different com- 
mands: Companies A, B and H, from 
Washington county; Company C, from 
Richmond county; Company D, from Cher- 
okee; Company E, from Meriwether: Com- 
pany I, from Jefferson, amd Company K. 
from Emanuel. The regiment remained ar 
Camp Stephens for instruction in the drill 
and manual until the 4th of November. On 
the 25th of September the ladies of Meri- 
wether county presented to the regiment 
a most beautiful confederate banner, which

remarks. On the 4th of November the regi- 
ment received orders to proceed to Rich- 
mond, Va., where it arrived on the &th, 
and encamped on Fulton Hill, near the 
city. While here two companies which had 
formerly been attached to the Eighteenth 
Georgia regiment, Company F, from Cher- 
okee, and Company G, from Gordon county, 
were attached to this regiment, thus com- 
pleting the required number of companies 
for its proper organization. At thé same 
time the regiment was known at the war 
department as the Twenty-eighth regiment 
of Georgia volunteers, several Georgia 
regiments having been previously mustered 
into the confederate service, independent of 
state organization.’”’ , 

The sketch.of Colonel Folsom then goes 
on with a detail of the service of the regi- 
ment in Virginia and in South Carolina and 
Florida. He says: 

“On the 20th of May, 1862, General 
Featherstone having been assigned to an- 
other brigade, Colonel A. H. Colquitt took 
command, and it has ever sirce been known 
as ‘Colquitt’s Brigade.’ Here (at Seven 
Pines) also Colonel Warthen rejoined the 
regiment and resu™ned command. 

“On the 26th of May, 1862, the brigade was 
moved to the Mechanicsville turnpike, 
where the first of the series of engagements 
was fought, generally known as the ‘Bat- 
tles around Richmond.’ Our division, under 
command of Major General D. H. Hill, was 
engaged in nearly all of these battles, and 
the regiment bore its proportionate share in 
them, losing during the different engage- 
ments sixty-five in killed and wounded. In 
the battle of Malvern Hill Colonel Warthen 
was mortally and Lieutenant Colonel! Cain 
eeverely wounded. Colonel Warthen died 
at Richmond, whither he had been con- 
veyed, on the 3d of July. The regiment has 
deeply mourned his loss, even as they would 
have mourned the loss of a father. Kind, 
affable and affectionate. at the same time 
commanding that respect due to his station, 
he had won the love of his men and the 
esteem and veneration of his officers. Al- 
though nearly sixty years of age, he enter- 
ed the army for the defense of his eoun- 
try as captain of company B, from which 
position he was @ected to the coloneley of 
the regiment, and during the memorable 
‘seven days’ fight’ around Richmond he led 
his regiment in all the engagements, al- 
though not quite recovered from a severe 
attack of pneumonia, and when he fell, it 
was in front of his regiment, leading it on 
to glory and victory.” 

I lived in Washington county and well 
remember the occasion when the three 
companies were organized there. Colonet 
Warthen was then one of the most prom- 
inent and wealthy citizens, Dr. Tully 
Gravbill was a prominent citizen and phy- 
sian. He was afterwards called Colo- 
nel Graybill, having commanded the reg- 
iment. It was said of him that no braver 
man or officer ever went.on the field of 
battle, and was called and known in the 
brigade as “the fighting colonel.’ Genera 
Colquitt thought very much of him, 
said that he could trust him to carry out 
any order he might give himein a fight. 

I saw Colonel Graybill and General (gov- 
ernor) Colquitt when they_ met for the 
first time after the war, in March, 157, in 
the governor's office in the old capitol. 
They embraced each other, and put their 
arms around each other’s neck, and the 
tears welled up in their eyes, as they veri- 
Iv eried—for joy—at meeting each otner. 
It was an occasion of personal interest 
to me, and I shall never forget the scen6 
and the result for me. foth have crossed 
over the river. user be their mem- 
orv: peace to their souls. 

it nada Thomas O. Wicker, of Sane 
dersville, Washington county, was the ad- 
jutant of the regiment. He, too, was a 
eallant officer, and as brave _and true @& 
soldier as went to the war. He could give 
us much information of the Twenty-eighth 
regiment. Colonel Folsom acknowledges 
for and gives eredit to Adjutant Wicker 
the statistical record up to “the time he 
wrote his sketch. Number of men killed

Several Counties in Various Sections 
of the Commonwealth Have 
No Frosts. 


Editor Constitution—The article in your 
issue of the 2oth on Colonel John P. Fort’s 
peach orchard, and anti-frost belt, presents 
a matter of great practical, as well as scien- 
tific interest. There is no question about 
the fact that there are localities in Georgia 
where late spring frosts seldom occur and 
in which the peach crop rarely fails from 
that cause. This has been known, lotally 
at least, for fifty or more years. Colonel 
Fort has done a good work in_locating 
these places more definitely along a certain 
belt and calling special attention to thern. 
While it is true, speaking broadly, that 
these immense localities are in a beit—not 
a continuous but an interrupted belt—it is 
also true that many other such localities 
are scattered here and there in middle 
Georgia. To the writer’s individual knowl- 
edge some occur in Clarke Oglethorpe, 
Oconee, Morgan and Bartow counties. Our 
department of agriculture could not do a 
more useful thing than to locate and 
define the limits of these immense regions. 
Persons desirous of engaging in fruit cul- 
ture could then locate intelligently. 

It will be noted that the belt pointed out 
by Colonel Fort extends along a ridge or 
backbone. It may be added, that the scat- 
tered localities referred to above, are also 
elevated ;«ints, Elevetion above the sur- 
ruonding country would seem then to be 
cne of the factors of immunity against 
spring frosts. There are doubtless others— 
such as the character of the soil, whether 
dry or retentive cf moisture, whether a 
good absorbent of heat or the reverse. 
Every one knows that early vegetables can 
be grown more successfully on some svils 
than others. Protection from cold winds 
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inay also be a factor, but it is probable 
that elevation is the most important factor. 
To appreciate the reason of this, one must 
bear in mind that air in motion (wind) 
behaves much the same as water; is Ob- 
structed by obstacles and retarded by fric- 
tion. Forests and hills break the force of 
the wind, and the friction of the latter on 
the surface of the ocean lifts up its great’ 
wives. Hence, winds at the surfdoe of the 
<carth blow with varying velocity according) 
to the pressure or absence of obstructions, 
In the prairies and on the ocean where no| 
obstructions are present, the velocity is 
greater than in wooded and hilly regions. 
in the higher regions of the atmosphere, 
above the mountain tops the velocity of the 
wind is greater than it is near the surface, 
because all obstructions are absent, and 
friction is less, because air runs or glides 
over air; Kite and balloon observations show 
that in these upper currents velocities of fif-! 
ty to 100 miles per hour are quite common, | 
the case is similar to that of a river, 
Where the velocity of its current is alwaya 
éreater in the middle and near the surface 
lian it is at tne sides and bottom, where 
friction against the solid earth decreases:

Now, to apply these facts to the matter! 
in hand, spring frosts are caused by wold 
northwesterly to. northeasterly winds. 
i‘nese blowing for several hours displace 
the Warm air and cool the surface of the 
ground over which they sweep. Unless 
they are unusuaily and expressively cold. 
they do not reduce the temperature of the 
ground to freezing point during the day, 
but When the sun goes down the cold wind. 
is re-enforced by radiation of heat from 
the ground. True, radiation goes on both! 
day and night, but during the day it is off- 
Set by heat from the sun. When the sun 
disappears the ground loses heat and re- 
covers none—hence its surface temperature 
may descend to the freezing point or jower. ' 
The air that rests upon it also radiates and 
loses heat, but the amount is small, com- 
pared with that lost by the ground. As a 
matter of fact, however, the air may get 
very cold. How is it accomplished? The 
answer is—mainly by contact with the cold 
sround. The_lowest layer of air getting 
cold by contact with the ground, in turn 
cools the next layer above it, and thus the 
next, and so on until finally the air is 
cooled for some distance from the surface. 
But the layers at and near the surface are 
colder than those above. A thermometer 
near the surface of the ground and one ten 
feet above will register eight to ten de 
grees difference at sunrise, after a night’s 
exposure in winter, provided winds are 
not blowing. For the cooling of the air to 
develop, as described above, the air must 
be stilk—-no wind—for a wind would stir up 
the air constantly, bringing a fresh portion 
to the surface of the ground every minute, 
and allowing none to remain in contact 
with it long enough to be cooled down 
much. When the wind blows, a large quan- 
tity of air, to an indefinite height above 
the surface, is moderately cooled~as 
against a moderately théim layer near the 
surface decidedly cooled when there is no 
wind. In the latter case there is danger 
of frost. When the wind blows all night 
frost rarely occurs. 

Now, to apply these conditions to our 
anti-frost belt. From some cause not fully 
explained, winds often tend to subside dur- 
ing the night; if not stopped entirely tney 
blow with diminished force. On ridges 
higher than adjacent lands, both obstruc- 
tions and friction being reduced, the wind 
may continue to blow steadily though fee- 
bly, whilst it may be stopped completely in 
the lower levels where the obstructions 
and friction are greater. Hence in these 
lower levels frost may occur and not on 
the ridges. On these a slight movement 
may stir the air sufficiently to prevent 
Ereat lowering of temperature near the 
surface. Hence the “trembling” air of 
Colonel Fort. 

The problem is a complicated one and it 
is not assumed that the above reasoning 
covers the whole matter, but it is claimed 
that the influence of elevation upon the 
presence or absence of winds is areal, 
though it may be only a partial cause of 
the occurrence or non-occurrence of frost. 
The presence of a belt free from frost along 
sides of mountains, at a certain elevation, 
not at their summits, presents another 
problem allied to but not identical with the 
one in hand. No satisfactory explanation 
of it has yet been formulated. 

Allow me to say in passing, that the state- 
ment in the article that the geological de- 
partment of the University of Georgia had 
asserted dogmatically that artesian wells 
could not be successfully bored in lower 
Georgia, though current at one time, was 
not correct. Professor Joseph Le Conte, in 
charge of that department when the state- 
ment Was made, disclaimed it, but “error 
wounded," etc., does not always die.

“Behind every act is a man,” said he, 
“and behind the man a brain and purpose.

Colonel Lewis’s Masterly Speech. 

Colonel Hal Lewis began his argument at 
10:20 o'clock. He speke for nearly four 
hours with a strength and power that had 
its effect on the jury. Like Colonel Glenn, 
his speech covered every peint and was @ 
therough summary of the case. 

Colonel Kimsey had already made a re- 
markably strong argument for the defense, 
and Colone! Braswell had spoken well, and 
it seemed thet little was teft for Colonel 
Lewis, but he said much. It was interest- 
ing throughout, although lengthy. The 
speech was characterized by logic and 
reason, and was convircirg. 

He began by saying that he felt embar- 
rassed to enter into the argument of the 
case, He said that the case under investi- 
gation was the most horrible crime ever 
committed in the county of DeKalb, and 
was among the worst the country had ever 
had. 

Colonel Lewis then went on in well-chosen 
language to describe the murder in all its 
worst phases and in its most terrible de- 
‘ails. Efe claimed that the killing was ut- 
tcriy without provocation under the law, 


| but that the prisoner had a motive such as 


an abandoned wretch iike Flanagan ‘night 
imagine to be suffictent provocation. He 
then recited the different times when Flan- 
agsan had expressed anger toward Miss 
Ruth Slack. 

Colonel Lewis said that there was but 
ene issue in the case—that of insanity. He 
told the jury that they had to decide 
whether or not the prisoner was insane 
when he killed Mrs. Alien.

He said that a man might be 
technicaliy insane and still have enough 
sense to know good from evil.

He eaid that 
the plea of insanity had become almost the 
invariable plea in cases where a Man Was 
caught in the commission of a murder, He 
said that if-a man wasn't caught he said 
that he didn’t do it. but if he was seen, 
that he would claim to be insane. The 
speaker talked for quite a white on the in- 
sanity dodge, and impressed the jury with 
the fact that in numerous cases tnurderers 
escape on this dodge. 

He Talked on Cranks. 

recetyed considerable attent-on 
by the attorney. He ¢abhl that a crank was 
not given recognition by law. If all the 
cranks were released when they committed 
crimes the world would be full of Ganserous 
men. He told of the many different sort 
of cranks, such as the political, religious, 
mechan’‘cal and sexual cranks.

Colonel Lew's re- 
spected the doctors’ profession and was a 
great friend to science, out he didn't belfeve 
that Fianagan was as insane and as irre- 
spons.ble as the doctors had saict.

The Judge's Charge. 


Judge Candler, in charging the jury, 
briefly teld of the charge against Fiana+ 
éan, who pleaded ‘not guilty.” 

“The detendent enters 
with the 
favor, anda the burden is on the state to 
racet thls presumption.and to convince vou 
Of his guint beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

Judge Candler charged as io murder and 
malice: 

“Legal malice is an unlawful intention 
to kill w.thout justification or mitignation. 

“She detcndant in this case says that he 
coud not entertain malice in ms mind at 
tlc time of the commission of the act in 
qQuest.on, by reason of the fact that his 
mind was so deranged, so disordered by 
disease, that he did not have mental ca- 
pacity sufficient to form legal intention, to 
entertain mnalice such as the law prescribes 
as g necessary Ingre ‘ent of murder, 

/‘Whenever the gtate proves a homic'tde 
by unlawful v.olence, and the evidence 
which the state introduces does not show 
the want of malice, then the burden is cast 
upon the cefendaat. In this case the de- 
fense assumed the burden to prove that 
he had no intention, no legal mal.ce. In 
this case the defendant says that he did 
not have mental capacity enough to «nter- 
tain malice, 

“A person without sound mind and dis- 
cretion as defined by law cannot have any 
intent. In a@ legal sense a person is of 
sound mind who is neliher an idiot, a lu- 
notic nor afflicted by insanity, or who has 
arrived at the age of fourteen years, or 
before that age, if such person know the 
d.stinction between good agnd>evil. 

“The law presumes every person to be 
ef gound mind, and in this ease I charge 
you that the burden is on the defendant 
to satisfy you to a reasonable certainty 
that at the time of the commission of tlh!s 
act in question he was not of souad mmi 
and discretion, and J further charge you 
that whet {ts meant by this expression in 
law Js illustrated as follows: Jf a man has 
sufficient reason to distinguish between 
right and wrong in re‘ation to a particu- 
lar act about to be committed, he is crim- 
ipally responsible and should be by courts 


,and juries so held, 


“If a man has not suffic ent reason to 
aietinguish between the right and the 
wrong cf a particular act about to b> com- 
mitted, he is not criminally responsible for 
that act and should not be so held. The 
unscundnezs of mird which excuses from 
erime is such as dethrones reason and ren- 
ders an individual incapable of distinguish- 
ing heiween the right and wrong of a pnr- 
ticular act.

As to Experts. 


“The opinions of experts on any question 
of acience, skill, trade or like questions, 
are always admissible without :siving tea- 
sons. They testify and give opinions on 
hypothetical yuestions based on parallels 
to questions c.aiincd to be relevunt to this 
case 

“Experts may testify and give opinions 
based upon facts to which they tcst.fy 
also, and you may alzo judge of 
latter opinions, considering the facts they 
stated as witnin the wWitness’s own Koew!- 
eige, as throwing light upon their opinions. 
You would, in considering the weight to 
be given the medical opinion of a witness, 
consider the professional character and 
stending of the witness, if proven, his ex- 
perience in referri:g to the subject mat- 
ter of his testimory, and yeu also consider 
his testimony under the rules of law ty 
be given you touching the credibility of 
witnesses. 

“Phe credibility of any witness is sole- 
ly a question for the jury, and vs a rule 
of law to aid you in determining what 
credit should be given to any witness—all 
Witnesses are presumed ts be credible un- 
less impeached in some of the modes pre- 
ecribed by law—and when un apparent dis- 
crepancy exists between the testimony of 
different witnesses {it is the duty of the 
jury to recencile the whole together if it 
can be done so as not to impute perjury to 
any one, and when wWitresses agree as to 
the important fact testifled to, slight dis- 
crepancics, in collateral attendant facts, 
afford no-ground to discredit them. 

“The state of a Witness's feelings to par- 
ties to a case, and his relationship to any 
party at interest in a case, may be proven, 
and is to be considered by the jury; un- 
friendly feeling of a witness toward any 
party at interest in a case may be con- 
sidered by the jury in determining the 
credit to be given to the testimony of the 
witness; the manner of testifying on the 
stand, the demeanor of the witness and all 
surrounding circumstances proven relevant 
to the testimony of the witness and the 
case may be considered. 

“You will consider the apparent intel- 
ligence or lack of intelligence of a witness, 
the means of information of a witness as to 
the facts and circumstances téstified to; the 
reasonableness or unréasonableness of the 
story told, and all the evidence and cir- 
cumstances tending to contradict or corrob- 
orate such witness, if any such are proven. 

‘You at last give such credit to the tes- 
t!mony of each witness In the case as, 
under all the facts and circumstances, such 
witness seems to be entitled to. In this 
case, in determining the truth of the issues 
involved, you are not bound absolutely 
by the opinion or testimony of any wit- 
ness, or any number of witnesses, but you 
find your verdict upon your opinion, your 
belief founded upon, and dependent upon, 
a full, fair and free consideration of all the 
evidence offered in the case. 

“In all criminal trials the priscner has 
the right to make such statement in the 
case as he may deem proper in his defense: 
You have heard the defendant's statement 
in this case and you are to consider it to 
give it just such Weight as you see fit in 
arriving at a conclusion in it. 

“In arriving at a conclusion in this case, 
I charge you that moral and reasonable 
certainty is all that can be expected in lie- 
gal investigations. 

“The evidence in criminal cases, to au- 
thorize a verdict of guilty, must be so 
strong as to satisfy the mind and con- 
science beyond a reasonable doubt. The 
question is not whether it be possible 
that the conclusion to which the testimony 
points may be false, but is it true to a 
reasonable and moral certainty, and does 
the evidence satisfy the mind and con- 
science beyond a reasonabie doubt? A 
juror cannot create for himself a doubt 
and act upon it. He cannot raise an arti- 
ficial or captious doubt in order to acquit. 
The doubt must be real and honest and 
fairly entertained after all reasonable 
effort to determire the truth. If, after a 
fult. fair consideration of all the testimony 
in the case, your minds are wavering, un- 
certain, unsettled. as to the guilt of the 
defendant, then you have the reasonable 
doubt of the law. and should acquit him. 
But if, on the other hand, your minds and 
consciences are satisfied bevond a reason- 
able doubt, vou should find him euilty. 

“In the event of your finding the defend- 
ant gulity, it rests In your diseretton to 
savy how he shall be punished. That fs to 
say. if you find him guilty. you have the 
right to recommend that he be punished 
by confinement in the penitentiary for life, 
and in the event of your so recommending, 
the court would sentence the defendant to 
imprisonment for If . If you should find 
the defendant guilty and not recommend 
bim to imprisonment for life, the court 
would of necessity sentence the defendant 
to death.” 

Tha judce gave the fury the forms for a 
verdict of cullty without or with the ree- 
ommendation ta merey and also the forms 
fow a verdict of not guilty. 

“Now. gentlemen, the case {s before vou. 
With the sole purpose of findine the truth 
of the case. fo to your room. and as you 
shall believe the truth to be so find.” 


FLANAGAN LAUGHS AND TALKS. 


Writes a Message to His Brother ani 
Scuffles with His Attorney. 

Mianagan, the paranoiac, who it is claim- 
ed is suffering from chronic delusional in- 
sanity, showed one of those peculiar flashes 
of lucidity pecullar to his case, yesterday 
morning. He wrote a message to his broth- 
er that was full of a conviction that the 
writer must die. When The Constitution 
reportér asked him to let him see it, Flan- 
agan fretfully refused. 

Colonel Glenn came up and took the 
message from the prisoner’s hand. Flana- 
gan laughed at first, but suddenly jumped 
up end attempted to take it from his at- 
torney. He laughed and talked during the 
scuffle that followed and showed that as‘de 
from his singular delusion, he is possessed 
of an averags intelligence, 

Flenagan wrote the message just before 
court begon at 8 o'clock. The sheriff 
brought him in and he took a chair belong- 
ing to The Constitution representative. He 
sat still for a few minutes {n his character- 
istic attitude and then looked sneakingly 
and watchfuliy around to see if any one 
was looking. Then he pulled out a pencil 
and, appropriating the reporter’s copy pa- 
per, he began his message to his brother. 

The messvge was addressed to Mr. Spence 
and was as follows: 

“Spence: Give this to Wade, my brother. 
God bless you brother. I wish I could have 
ecen you before I had to die, but you had 
no means to come to see me. Keep on and 
scive God. By all means, meet me at heav- 
en’s gate.” 

“lanagan kept his hand over the paper 
the entire time he was writing the message. 
When he had finished he tore off the sheet 
and scanned over the writing. 

While looking over his message Colonel 
Glenn came up and took the paper from 
his client's hand before the prisoner knew 
who it was. Flanagan hastily snatched at 
the message. -ut looking up and secing 
Colonel Glenn, he laughed heartily, and 
said: 

“Don’t show that to anybody.” 

The reporter started to take the paper 
from Colonel Glenn and Flanagan seetng 
the action, sprang up excitedly and rushed 
at Colonel Glenn to take the paper. 

Colenel Glenn retreated a few steps t6 
read the message while Flanagan ran 
backward and slipping around a table be- 
fan to scuffle with his attorney. 

A deputy sheriff became excited over the 
incident and shouted: 

“Say, let’s have no fighting here.’’ 

Colonel Glenn escaped into the ante-room 
and read the paper, while Flanagan sat 
down,

Flenegan has grown real 
cheerful, comparatively speaking.

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FLANAGAN TALKS 
FOK THE FIRST TIME 


Grows Volublo While the Jury 
Delibcrates Concerning 
His Fate. 


Fianagan says he will be found guilty. 
For the first time in weeks he opened his 
mouth to a newspaper reporter yesterday. 
He talked to The Constitution representa- 
tive for an hour. 

The jury had just retired to consider his 
case and Flanagan had stepped into the 
arte-room to get away from the gaze of the 
people in the courtroom. He was sitting on 
a bench, looking out of the window, when 
the reporter walked into the room. He 
turned slowly on hearing the door open 
and shut, and his face assumed its strange, 
unnatural expression, which for an instant 
had been changed to one of fear. 

“Flanagan, what do you think the verdict 
will be?"’ the paranolac was asked. 

“IT am going to be found guilty, and will 
have to die—to die,’ he replied with an im- 
pressive earnestness. 

“There’s no justice down here,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘The people all want to kill me, 
and they'll do it, too. I haven't as much 
chance for life as a dog. 

“It don’t make no difference what that 
verdict is, I'll be killed. I know it. I look- 
ed out awhile ago and saw the people, and 
ell of them are getting ready to take me 
end kill me. 

“It’s hard to die this way, for another 
man’s crime. George Allen ought to be in 
my place, and I ought to be walking the 
streets, free—free, yes, free—just Ike those 
little boys,” and Flanagan jumped wp, 
and with tears in his eyes pointed to some 
young boys who were walking on the out- 
side of the coufthouse. 

“T used to be like those boys. When I 
was young I had a good mother, and she 
taught me to always tell the truth. My 
mother told me to never tell a Jie, and, Fo 
lelp me God, as sure as there is a heaven, 
every word I told that jury was true. 

“They say I’m crazy. But it’s a He. I'm 
not crazy. Spence got up before that jury 
and told them that I was insane. It’s all 
a lie. I have as much semse as he or any 
one else has. * 

“Oh, it’s terrible, terrible. to have to be 
killed this way, and not a friend around to 
help. So far away from home—from W ade. 
Not a friend here to lift his hand to save 
me. They are all my enemies. George 
Spence and Colonel Glenn all want me 
killed. 

“You, you, would put a rope around my 
neck yourself, now you Know you would. 
Didn’t I hear you and that reporter with 
the spectacles on his nose talking about 
lynching me last night? 

“There ain't a man in this county who 
wouldn’t love to see me die. I know they 
would. Haven't I heard them talking and 
plotting to lynch me. Didn't I hear them 
saying last night that they were going to 
lyneh me tonight. They would have Killed 
me last night, but they put. it off till to- 
night so as to get threugb court. 

“Sure enough last night at 11 o’clock the 
crowd came down to the jail, and they 
went out to that old gallows thing and put 
something on it. I reckon it was a bag of 
sand. Yes they did. for I heard them and 
I know they would have killed me last 
nivht it hadn't been put off. 

“Tl want’ you to write down for poor 
Flanagsen's benefit that every word he 
ever told was the truth. 

“There ain't no wuse in these lawyers 
fighting for my life.

Atlanta Artillery’s Recent Trip to the 
Nashville Exposition. 


MEN WERE WELL ENTERTAINED 


Are Now 49 Members—Blection of a 
Captain Is Next and May Take 
Place at an Early Date. 


The members of the Atlanta Artillery, 
who have just returned from a two days’

Under the Present Law Property Own- 
ers Pay $1.80 Per Foot for 47 
Cent Sewers. 


Shall the city of Atlanta make a profit 
from citizens by the construction of lateral 
Sewers? This question has come to the 
front in a very forcible manner and the 
sewer committee of the council tackled it 
yesterday afternoon. 

The committee is of the optnion that the 
city should continue to assess citizen 
about three times the actual cost of such 
sewers. The committee members believe 
in the end and the whole cos¢ is averaged 
up fairly for all parties. But Councilman 
Kk. S. Lumpkin, of the third ward, and a 
good many citizens of Atlanta, think dif- 
ferently 

The facts are these: Under the present 
law the city of Atlanta collects from prop- 
erty owners on each side of the street 
Where a lateral sewer is constructed 90 
cents per foot, making a total of $1.80 col- 
lected from property owners for the cost 
of the sewrr. At about the present prices 
of labor and pipe sesvers of this class cost 
only about 40 to 69 cents pér foot, the city 
profiting than two-thirds in many 
cases.

Faving Fund Is Short and Must Re- 
main So Till October Ist. 


ONLY THREE TRANSFER PERIODS A YEAR 


The Finance Committee Agrees To Pay 
Officer Alberts’ Wife $360—San- 
itary Harness Supplies.
